Indeed, Mr. Howland Wood, the curetor, and our 
leading American numismatic expert, suggested a method by 
which, at one and the same time, collectors could be pro# 
tected against confusion between these restrikes and the 
originals, and also your firm might legitimately gain advan~ 
tageous publicity, Instead of leaving the reverse of each 
replica a blank, why do you not use this side to make for 
yourselves contemporary "store cards"? You could say any-~ 
thing you wanted to, and arrange the inscription in any 
design that appeals to you, The following is a suggestion 
Only. 


Abel Porter ~~ Co., 1802 
Leavenworth, Hayden~-Scovill, 1811 


This replica was struck in 1935 from the original die, 


Js Me Lev’ W, H. Seovill, 1827 
Seovill Manufacturing Co,, 1850 


I will remind you that collectors would be inter- 
ested to have the proposed set of replicas include all coin 
or token ales that you find, no matter how closely they 
resemble one another, nor how badly worn, cracked, or broken 
they may bé. Of course in the casé of the poorer dies 
you would presumably make only a very limited issue, - 


I greatly acpreciated your courtesy to me on the 
occasion of my recent visit to Waterbury, and your personal 
interest in furthering an idea that seems likely to yield 
results of value both to coin collectors and to your company.
